WASHINGTON. --- The Conference 
of Presidents of Major American 
Jewish Organizations announced yes- 
terday that it will sponsor 8 mass 
rally in New York next Tuesday, 
opposing the pending UN resolu- 
ton equating Zionism with racism. 

Rabbi Israe] Miller, chairman of 
the conference, said that all 32 
conatituent groups belonging to the 
President's Conference are work- 
ing closely together to assure a 
massive turnout at the rally. He 
said that delegations are expected 
from most major American cities 
along the eastern seaboard, and that 
groups from Toronto and Montreal 
would also participate. Bus cara- 
vans from Philadelphia, Hartford, 
Boston and Cleveland have already 
been organized.

The resolution would instruct Se- 
cretary-General Kurt Waldheim to 
inform the co-sponsors of the re- 
solution, when adopted, to take 
all necessary steps to secure the 
invitation of the PLO. He would be 
requested also to submit a report to 
the Assembly on the matter as soon 
as possible. 

Both the U.S. and Israel have op- 
posed PLO participation. 

Meguid said in his statement of

District archaeologist Amos Klo- 
ner told The Jerusalem Post last 
night that the bones may date 
from the period of the Bar Kochba 
revolt. Some of the bodies were 
laid out on burial benches. Collec- 
tions of bones from earlier burials 
were found in several niches. Kloner 
suggested that the persons in the 
cave had lived on a farm or vil- 
lage, since the site is five kilo- 
metres west of the Jerusalem of 
that period. 

‘The cave was found Monday after- 
noon by a worker operating a 
jackhammer on the site. Religious 
elements yesterday attempted to 
prevent archaeologists from disturb- 
ing the burial site, and a -police- 
man was posted at the cave en- 
trance.

— The funeral of veteran 
“Ha'aretz” correspondent and bu- 
reau chief Arye Nesher, who died 
early yesterday moroing, will leave 
from Rambam Hospital at 1 p.m. 
today. Nesher died at Hadassah Hos- 
pital, where he was flown for an 
urgent operation after being taken 
il at work. 

Arye Nesher worked for “Ha’a- 
retz" for 28 years and performed a 
service to this town as a vigilant 
watchdog against public injustice 
and governmental shortcomings. He 
never flinched from imecurring the 
wrath of a mayor, or anybody else, 
if he was convinced that public 
censure was called for. Nesher often 
identified with the wronged party 
and had a strong sense of justice. 

Nesher came here from Poland 
at the age of six and attended the 
Reali School. He was employed by 
the Jewish Agency liaison office 
here for two years, amd he then 
joined the Transjordan Frontier 
Force and served in it from 1941 
to 1946. 

He is survived by his wife, a son 
who is a university student, and 
two school-age daughters.

— The Arab political 
leaders and their policies come and 
go; but the Arab armies not only 
remain, but grow stronger, Defence 
Minister Shimon Peres yesterday 
told the participants of the 11th con- 
vention of the Israel Surgical So- 
ciety at a luncheon at the Hilton 
Hotel.

Sassoon manuscripts 
to be auctioned today

Contributions of from one pound IL1 


to tens of thousands of pounds 
continue to stream into the coffers 
of the Jewish National and Uni- 
versity Library for the purchase of 
antique Hebrew manuscripts going 
on the auction block today in 
Zurich. 


Prof. Reuven Yaron, head of the 
library, arrived in Zurich yesterday 
with pledges of nearly 11500,000 
from Israelis who want to prevent 
the Sassoon family collection from 
being lost to Israel. 

Although the organizers of the 
fund drive are pleased with the 
Generous response so far, they rea- 
Hize that many of the 38 documents 
are beyond their means. 

One of the items — a ninth- 
century Pentateuch written in book 
form, called the Damascus Crown 
— is estimated to be worth over 
£100,000, as is part of a Maimoni- 
des commentary on the Mishna, 
believed to be in his own hand- 
writing. Collected in the early part 
of this’ century by the late Rabbi 
David Sassoon of Bombay and con- 
trolled by this son, Rabbi Solomon 
Sassoon of Jerusalem, the manu- 
scripts are regarded as treasures 
of national importance. 

Schoolchildren who decided to 
give up their Junch money and 
Jarge businesses are among those 
who sent in donations yesterday. 
Hano’er Ha’oved Vehalomed in Arad 
brought in 112,900 after making 
the rounds among classmates and 
imocking on doors.

Row over Bat Yam pay hikes 
Interior threatens 
to cut off funds

BAT YAM. — A bitter row between 
Bat Yam Mayor Yitzhak Walker 
and the Interior Ministry over recent 
salary increases to city executives 
flared into the open yesterday. 

The Interior Ministry's District 
Representative, David Resnik, sent 
a sharply worded letter to Mayor 
Walker, noting that some muni- 
cipal executives had recently been 
granted pay rises from 
TL600 to IL850 a month. These in- 
ereases were not covered by the 
municipal budget and constitute an 
“unjust and shocking deviation” 
from the Government's wage policy 
at a time when the cities are unable 
to balance their budgets, the letter 
stated. 

The letter warned the municipal- 
ity that, unless it rescinds these 
pay rises, it will be denied govern- 
ment financial ald. 

Backing up the District Repre- 
sentative, Interior Ministry Director- 
General Haim Kubersky Issued an 
official statement in Jerusalem yes- 
terday threatening “extreme mea-

T.A. sidewalk 
parking scheme

TEL AVIV. — A petition bearing 
the signatures of 1,000 North Tel 
Aviv residents was submitted to 
Mayor Shlomo Lahat Monday to 
protest the city’s plan to permit 
parking on some sidewalks. 


Most of the petitioners reside on 
streets where sidewalk ig will 
be allowed certain hours of the 
day. The sidewalk parking plan, 
already approved by the Ministry 
of Transport, will probabiy take 
effect fn about three weeks, when 
the signs are put up. About 30 
Streets will eventually be included. 


The petitioners claim that the

A mtly she never gave any 
information to Hearst. 

Through the summer and fall of 
1974, Moore edged into Popeye's cir- 
cle of friends. ‘She tagged after him 
like a puppy dog,’' Popeye’s 
girlfriend explained. 

During the same time, Popeye 
was arrested two more times, once 
for interfering with a cop who was 
questioning a girl thought to look like 
Patty Hearst, the other time for 
shoplifting. But on February 20, 1975, 
the Parole Board again ruled in 
Popeye's favour. 

Popeye was not above making 
deals. ‘‘He wanted to keep his ass out 
of jail,” agreed a friend. So, when he 
had αὶ falling out with Moore in early 
1975, he was vulnerable to her ac- 
Cusations that he bad cut a deal to 
keep his parole. to hurt him, 
Moore wrote and distributed a letter 
among political groups in the Bay 
Area. It contained a denunciation of 
Popeye for dealing with Hearst and 
it became the equivalent of a death 
warrant. 


IN OCTOBER 1974, Bill Harris wrote 
a friend that he and the other SLA- 
fugitives considered themselves at 
war with the system. But they were 
not ‘‘mad revolutionaries,’ he 
claimed — they were ‘urban 
guerrillas"’ training to fight on 
“sanely, calculatedly."’ 

At the same time, Harris added 
the title, “General” to his adopted 
name Teko. Emily and Patty had 
accepted Bill as the group's leader 
after the death of Donald DeFreeze, 
the SLA “Field Marshal" known as 
Cinque. But Harris's new title signal- 
ed a renewed emphasis on 
militarism. He now was the official 
commander in charge of his own 
“army.”" 

Harris had been born 29 years 
before on an army base at Fort Sill, 
Oklahoma. From there he had 


become an Episcopal acolyte, e . 


golfer, a thespian, a postgraduate in 
urban education and a U.S. Marine 
in Vietnam. 7 

Vietnam was his introduction to 
violence. He came home bitter and 
no longer sure of his goals. With his 
wife, Emily, a school teacher he'd 
smarried while both were students at 
, Indiana University, Harris moved to 
Oakland in 1972 and became active 
in the Vietnam Veterans Against the 


War (VVAW). There he met Joseph ἡ 


Remiro, a vet seemingly so derang- 
ed by Vietnam he used the anti-war 
movement to show off his combat 
training. Remiro once almost blew 
himself up while lighting gesoline 
he'd splashed around the fuselage of 
a display air force jet in a city park. 

But Harris was different. Friends 
remember him as quiet and rational, 
more interested in serious organiz- 
ing than in violence. The Harrises 
began visiting Bay Area prisons. In 
the spring of 1973 they met Cinque, a 
street tough from Los Angeles who 
had just escaped from Soledad 
Prison. Cinque was being harboured 
by Remiro and other people they 
imew from their work in the VWVAW 
and the prison reform movement. To 
some old associates Cinque was an 
unimpressive thug who once bad 
robbed a prostitute of $10, and turned 
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in a buddy to the police. But to 
Remiro, the Harrises and a few close 
friends, Cinque was a charismatic 
prophet whose talk of killing and kid- 
napping somehow made sense. 

Meeting Cinque became a 
decisive junction for the Harrises. 
Emily was completely entranced. “I 
am in love with a beautiful black 
man," Emily wrote in a letter to her 
mother. Suddenly Bili had to con- 
front his own latent feelings of 
jealousy and racism. His response 
was dramatic. 

Bill began affecting a black slang 
that mimicked the accents and ideas 
of Cinque. He became Cinque's 
right-hand man in an army of four 
white men and five white women 
that included Emily and Remiro. 
Harris helped lead the nascent Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army through 
boot-camp drills in the secluded hills 
above Berkeley and taught the 
women members how to load, shoot 
and break down army carbines that 
Cinque secured on the black market. 


BEFORE LEAVING the Penn- 
sylvania farmhouse, Harris had told 
Scott he believed the SLA hada large 
reservoir of public support, especial- 
ly in what he viewed as a monolithic 
“black community."" But Barris was 
frustrated that the 
““Weatherpeople,"” generally regard- 
ed as the ‘‘vanguard of the un- 
derground,"' still had not contacted 
the SLA — and that people like Jack 
Scott and Wendy Yoshimura had 
refused to join in his new SLA plans. 
He felt he was on the front line of the 
revolution and that it was everyone's 
duty to obey. 

“There is no one to rely on," 
Harris wrote in the unfinished book 
the SLA had tried to write with Scott. 
“'The three of us are totally different 
people after L.A." 

At the new SLA headquarters in 
Sacramento, the Harrises and Patty 
prepared for the SLA's first major 
action under Bill's command, the 
liberation of captured soldiers 
Remiro and Little, who were to stand 
trial starting March 31, 1975, in 
Sacramento. 

The three fugitives worked 
meticulously on their disguises. 
They used makeup, wigs and new 
clothes to look like straight middle- 
class students. On January 31 they 


enrolled at Sacramento City College ἢ 


so they could obtain identification 
cards with their pictures. 


Photo-proof ID was required to 
get past heavy security at the 
Remiro-Little trial. But the SLA 
army never made it inside the court- 
room. Harris could not find a way to 
finesse a second rule that required 
all visitors to be fingerprinted at the 
courtroom door, Furthermore, for 
the first month of the trial, Remiro 
and Little stayed in their basement 
cell and watched the trial 
Proceedings on closed circuit televi- 
sion. 

So the SLA apparently switched to 
another action. On April 12, 1975, a 
woman ilater identified as Patty 
Hearst we: a curly brown wig) 
drove a 1987 black-over-green Pon- 
Hac Firebird to a secluded garage in 
Sacramento. She told the manager 
she wanted to leave her mother's car 
there for about a week. She was ner- 
vous. She lit three or four cigarettes, 
stamping each out after a few puffs. 

After she left, the garage 
manager remained suspicious of her 
behaviour and was not surprised 
when the address she'd given did not 
check out, He called the Sacramento 
police. They arrived, discovered that 
the Firebird has been stolen earlier 
the same day in Oakland and decid- 
ed they were on to something big — a 
gang of car thieves. Plain- 
clothesmen were assigned to stake 
out the garage. 

During the early morning of April 
21, however, the Firebird was driven 
away from the garage while the 
police weren't looking. Neighbours 
of Crocker National Bank in nearby 
Carmichael noticed the Firebird 
parked about six blocks from the 
bank that morning. Sometime after 
8.00 a.m. it was moved next to the 
bank. 

At 9.01 a.m., as the Carmichael 
bank opened for its early customers, 
four masked bandits shoved through 
the rear door and. without warning, 
shotgunned a 42-year-old woman 
waiting to deposit collections from 
the Carmichael Seventh Day Adven- 
tist Church. They ordered everyone 
else on the floor, kicking those who 
did not move fast enough. 

The exact identities of the bank 
robbers, who wore wigs and covered 
their faces with ski masks and 
scarves, may never be known. But 
the FBI, in leaks to the media, has 
put forward the following 
allegations, based on fingerprints 
and other physical evidence: 

Bill Harris was the gunman who 
Murdered the woman customer. 
Emily Harris was the woman timing 
the action. Their accomplices were 
Steve Soliah and Patty Hearst. A 
fifth robber who served as the 
lookout was James Kilgore, Kathy 
Soliah’s boyfriend.

THE UNITED STATES taxes its: 
citizens, even if they Hve outside the’ 


U.S., on their world-wide income and 
on assets, wherever located, which 
are transferred by gift or death. 
However, the tax burden, on foreign 
income, is significantly reduced 
{and often cancelled out) by a 


πα exelusion of foreign 


employment and business“ income 
for U.S. citizens abroad (annual 
maximum exclusion of $25,000) and 
by providing credits for foreign tax- 
es paid on income reported in both 
the U.S. and a foreign country. The 
gift tax applies on gifts over certain 
maximum exclusions, made 
anywhere in the world and the estate 
tax applies to assets held throughout 
the world, but again significantly 
reduced (and at times eHminated) 
on foreign assets by credits for 
foreign estate taxes paid on assets 
reported in both the U.S. and a 
foreign country. 

On the other hand, non-U.8. 
citizens, living outside of the United 
States, are taxed only on United 
States income and assets. (Special 
rates and computations are used.) 

Prior to 1967 the U.S. was reluc- 
tant to allow its citizens to acquire 
citizenship in another country and to 
retain U.S. citizenship as well. But in 
that year, the U.S. Supreme Court, 
reversing previous precedent, ruled 
that under the U.S. Constitution ‘"...a 
citizen cannot be divested of his 
citizenship without his voluntary 
relinquishment thereof..." 

The case, Afroyim versus Rusk, 
involved an American living in 
Israel who was denied renewal of his 
U.S. passport because of his having 
voted in a Knesset election. The law 
under which his U.S. citizenship was 
denied was retroactively declared 
invalid by the Court. 

‘The U.S. Government has recent- 
ly issued a ruling focusing on the 
above invalidated law as well as ona 
U.S. Jaw, effective from 1907 to 1922, 
which provided that '...an American 
woman who marries a foreigner 
shall take the nationality of her 
husband..." thereby losing her U.S. 
citizenship. This law has also been 
declared to have been un- 
constitutional, retroactively. 


THE NEWLY-ISSUED tax ruling 
concludes that in those cases where 
ἃ person's loss of U.S. citizenship is 
now considered to have been ἃ mis- 
take, such person (or his estate) is 
deemed to have remained Ifable for 
U.S. Federal Taxes; both for back 
taxes on income and for transfers of 
assets in the past and for the future. 

The U.S. Government apparently 
realized that this ruling may come 
as a shock to many former 


Americans living outside of the U.S. 
It has therefore provided relief for 
those persons who had mistakenly 
lost their U.S. citizenship — 
specifically under the two in- 
walidated ‘laws described above. If 
- Stich @ person has not subsequently 
‘'.,.affirmatively exercised a 
specific right of citizenship...""

(presumably by such actions as ac- 
quiring and using a U.S. passport, 
voting in U.S. elections, ete.) he will 
be excused from taxes for years 
prior to January 1, 1976. 

However, to continue to be excus- 
ed for 1976 and later, such a person 
must take “‘affirmative steps before 
January 1, 1976 to establish non- 
Citizen status...'' All other persons 
who have exercised rights of U.S. 
citizenship are considered liable for 
past years and will be relieved for 
future years only if they similarly 
now expressly renounce their U.S. 
citizenship. 

The nature of the citizenship-tax 
“*double-edged sword’’ was 
demonstrated in a recent decision by 
the U.S. District Court in New York 
City which, relying principally on 
the Afroyim case, found that a Mex- 
ican national was aleoa U.S. citizen, 
and therefore was Hable for U.S. 
Federal Taxes. 

This case involved a deceased 
woman, born in the U.S., whose 
lawyers sought to avoid U.S. income, 
estate and gift taxes asserted 
against her. The arguments against 
the U.S. tax authorities were based 
primarily upon her having 
automatically acquired Mexican 
citizenship through marriage to a 
Mexican national. However, after 
this marriage, she succeeded in ac- 
quiring U.S. passports and even paid 
some U.S. income and gift taxes 
which her attorneys, after her death, 
sought to have refunded. The Court 
concluded that the asserted loss of. 
U.S. citizenship could not be relied 
upon to relieve her of taxes in light of 
her subsequent use of American 
passports fin one instance acquired 
through alleged lies), which con- 
firmed her desire to assert the rights 
of a U.S. citizen. The Court quoted 
Supreme Court Justice Dougias in a 
prior citizenship case where he 
stated that ‘‘...one cannot turn it 
(American citizenship) into a fair- 
weather citizensh{p..." 


AT THIS POINT it should be observ- 
ed that the average middle class new 
arrival] immigrant in Israel from the 
U.S. usually desires to retain his U.S. 
eltizenship. While he must continue 
to file U.S. tax returns, the tax cost 
of his retaining U.S. citizenship is 
reduced by virtue of the exclusion 
and credits described above. In fact, 
to insure retention of U.S: 
citizenship, it has been recommend- 
ed to American olim that their 
Israeli citizenship be acquired only 
through automatic bestowal and not 
by affirmative application. 


On the other hand, those. 


American olim who have been in 
Israel for many years and at some 
time were mistakenly denied, or 
assumed to have lost, U.S. 
citizenship within the scope of the 
now invalidated laws described 
vabove, find themselves ‘in a different 
situation. They are faced with mak- 
ing a difficult decision in the next 
two months, before January 1, 1976.

This must 
be weighed against their desire to 
keep open the possibility of retaining 
or reacquiring the rights of U.S. 
citizenship. 

The January 1, 1976 deadline can- 
uot be taken lightly because of yet 
another stiff U.S. tax law. This law 
provides that if a person's tax bill 
would be reduced if he were not a, 
U.S. citizen and he renounces U.S. 
citizenship, he continues to be taxed 
as a U.S. citizen (to a certain 
degree) for ten years. In order to 
avoid this, he must clearly prove 
that his renunciation of citizenship 
did not have as one of its principal 
purposes the avoidance of U.S. tax- 
es. Again, because the new ruling 
comes ag a surprise to many, the 
U.S. will not apply this law if those 
affected by the ruling take “...affir- 
mative steps before January 1, 1976, 
to establish non-citizenship 
διαί..." If persons covered by the 
ruling wait until] after January 1, 
1976, to renounce U.S. citizenship 
their U.S. tax relief would not take 
complete effect until ten years later. 

In undertaking to apply the 
recently issued ruling it is quite like- 
ly that. as a practical matter, the 
U.S. Government wil have ad- 
ministrative problems in acquiring 
financial data on U.S. citizens 
residing and having assets and in- 
come outside of the U.S. 


However, the acquisition of finan- 
celal information on former 
Americans living in Israel, as wellas 
Americans living in the U.S. and in- 
vesting in Israel, may now be 
facilitated. This is because of 2 
reportediy unique agreement (in 
terms of U.S. international tax 
agreements) providing for a broad 
exchange of information between the 
U.S. and Israel governments under 
the proposed tax treaty. The treaty, 
initialled last May in Washington by 
the Israel Minister of Finance, will 
take effect if, and when, it is ratified 
by the Government of Israel and the 
U.S. Senate. 

While the proposed treaty 
reportedly contains some new relief 
measures for Israelis dealing with, 
or in, the United States and 
Americans investing in Israel, it is 
also understood to contain this un- 
usual provision for a rather unique 
exchange of information between 
governments. This may come as a 
surprise to many Americans in- 
vesting or living in Israel. 

It is not known whether the 
Government of Israel has recon- 
sidered its agreement to the ex- 
change of information article of the 
proposed treaty. 

The new U.S. tax ruling described 
above and the proposed U.S.-Israel 
Tax Treaty, in its present form, bear

‘K wins in Cabinet reshuffling’ 


DAVAR (Histadrut) says that the 
changes in the U.S. Administration 
show that ‘‘with the approach of the 
1976 elections, President Ford is anx- 
fous to prove to the voters that he is 
the supreme arbiter in security and 
foreign affairs." At the same time, 
while the changes would appear to 
be a considerable achievement for 
Dr. Kissinger, the appointment of 
General Scowcroft to replace Dr. 
Kissinger as head of the National 
Security Council may result in a cer- 
tain weakening in the position of Dr. 
Kissinger. Nor is there any certainty 
that General Scowcroft and the new 
head of the C.LA., George Bush, will 
be prepared to accept Dr. 
Kissinger’s views any more than 
James Schlesinger was. As for the 
detente and the Salt agreement. they 
depend not only on Kissinger's flex- 
ivility but on the balance of power 
and on the shaky health of Leonid 
Brezimev.

WASHINGTON. — 
BY CHOPPING and chang- 
ing top National — Securi- 
ty advisers, President Ford has 
tried to reassert personal 
authority over his crumbling ad- 
ministration. But in the process 
he stimulated new doubts as to 
whether he has the brains to be 
President. 

For the Sunday massacre 
advertised disarray in a way 
that makes Mr. Ford easier 
meat for his political foes in both 
parties. Hence the logic of the 
event which preceded 
everything — the decision by 
Nelson Rockefeller that he 
would not seek the Vice- 
Presidency as Mr, Ford's 
running-mate. 

Apparently Mr. Rockefeller 
came to that decision late last 
week after being humiliated by 
the White House in many ways. 
especially the President's 
brazen attack on New York City. 
When word that Rockefeller 
would bow out reached the White 
House late last week, Mr. Ford 
suddenly felt himself under: 
strong pressure to show he was 
boss. 

That focused attention on 
three glaring exceptions to the 
“Let's all be buddies” spirit, 
which is Mr. Ford's idea of run- 
ning an administration. First 
there was the problem of a 
seemingly omnipotent Secretary 
of State. 


THE SYMBOL of Ὅτ. 
Kissinger's power was his un- 
precedented double role as 
Secretary of State and head of 
the National Security Council. 
Resentment of his power inside 
the government was so great 
that two of the best men in the 
Administration —, Assistant 
Secretary. of Defence Robert 
Ellsworth and Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury 
Charles Cooper — have quietly 
resigned their jobs because they 
couldn't even get a hearing on 
issues where they differed with 
Kissinger. Some of the 
President's closest aides, 
moreover, believed that 
Kissinger tended to overshadow 
the President in the eyes of the 
public. 

The second problem was

Schlesinger, a man of rugged 
honesty who probably takes 
Defence more seriously than any 
of his predecessors. Mr. 
Schlesinger was repeatedly at 
odds with Dr. Kissinger on 
matters of substance that were 
leaked to the press and thus 
became presidential headaches. 

For example, Mr. Schlesinger 
complicated conclusion of 
another arms control deal with 
Russia by insisting that the new 
deal include provisions on 
weapons not covered in the 
President’s first discussion of 
-the matter with Russia's leader 
Leonid Brezhnev a year ago. Mr. 
Schlesinger also objected 
vigorously to profligate gifts of 
American weapons to other 
countries in order to achieve the 
appearance of diplomatic 
success. 


SUNDAY MASSACRE 


AT A TIME when the President 
was pinning his electoral hopes 
on budgetary stringency, 
furthermore, Mr. Schiesinger 
was fighting vigorously against 
cuts in the Defence budget. Last 
week, he told Gen. Brent Scow- 
croft, then Dr. Kissinger's depu- 
ty at the National Security Coun- 
cil, that he would resign rather 
than let projected budgetary 
cuts interfere with the integrity 
of the Defence programme.

Superficially, Mr. Ford. got all 
these problems out of his hair by 


the Sunday massacre. He took |. 


Dr. Kissinger down a notch by 
replacing him as head of the 
NSC with his deputy, Gen. Scow- 
croft, He is putting two old 
Congressional buddies — Donald 
Rumsfeld of the White House 
staff and Ambassador to China 
George Bush, respectively — at 
the troublesome Pentagon and 
CIA jobs. They are, as he said at 
his press conference, ‘‘my 


guys." 


BUT, IN FACT, Gen. Scowcroft 
is so much the loyal No. 2 that 
Dr. Kissinger's power will only 
be clipped slightly. It remains to 
be seen — to put it kindly — 
whether Messrs. Rumsfeld and 
Bush have the weight to manage 
the Pentagon and the CLA during 
times of stress. Mr. Schlesinger 
— who. refused an offer to 
become Ambassador to Britain 
in place of Elliot Richardson, 
who now steps up to fill the shoes 
of Rogers Morton as Secretary 
of Commerce — will be free to 
speak his piece in public. 

The seemingly arbitrary 
decisions, moreover, betray 8 
President who seems not to 
know what he's doing. The 
Republican right have not been 
much appeased by the 
withdrawal of Rockefeller. They 
have been outraged by the firing 
of Mr. Schlesinger, whom they 
admire, and the mere slap on the 
wrist to Dr. Kissinger, whom 
they suspect. With the 
President's own party thus keen- 
ly divided, the Democrats will be 
that much more eager to move 
in for the kill next year. In those 
circumstances Vice-President 
Rockefeller does himself a 
favour by getting out of the 
murderous infighting which is 
now getting under way.
